DECLARATION OF KIMBERLEY A. DIMINO UNDER 37 CFR 1.131 

I, KimberleyA. DiMino, hereby declare: 

1 . I am the Trademark and Legal Administration Manager, Intellectual 
Property Department, at IGT, the assignee of the above identified application. 

2. I am aware of certain facts, showing diligence, which occurred between 
July 5, 2001 , when a Patent Request submitted by the inventor Rakesh Bhakta was 
printed at IGT, and January 2, 2002, when I forwarded to outside counsel for applicant, 
Garrettson Ellis, the executed patent application for filing. 

3. On July 5, 2001 , a Patent Request submitted by the inventor Rakesh 
Bhakta was printed at IGT. The Patent Request discloses a gaming machine using 
smart cards and involves the storage of a set of fingerprints on a smart card or other 
type of player tracking card. It also discloses the use of fingerprint scanners enclosed 
within the play buttons on the gaming machines (i.e., cash out, max bet, hold buttons). 
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When the smart card is inserted and the patron pushes a button, the scanner in the 
buttons scans the finger and compares that image with the one stored in the smart card 
to determine if the player matches the smart card. A copy of the Patent Request 
display, showing that it was disclosed to David Oles by the inventor and submitted on 
June 26, 2001, is attached as Exhibit 1. Exhibit 1 also shows, on the bottom of both 
pages, that the Patent Request display was printed on July 5, 2001 . 

4. IGT is a large corporation, listed on the New York Stock Exchange under 
the stock symbol IGT. IGT is headquartered in Reno, Nevada and also has an office in 
Las Vegas, Nevada where the inventor, Rakesh Bhakta, is located. 

5. IGT has a Patent Review Committee which meets once a month. One of 
the purposes of the Patent Review Committee is to review invention disclosures and 
decide if patent applications should be filed. 

6. The Patent Request that is attached as Exhibit 1 was submitted, as soon 
as possible, in July 2001 for review by the Patent Review Committee. The Committee 
met in the latter part of July 2001 and approved the preparation of a patent application 
for the invention disclosed therein. Lena VanAsdale, one of the in-house patent 
attorneys at IGT was notified. On August 22, 2001, Ms. VanAsdale sent to one of IGT's 
outside counsel, George H. Gerstman, a fax comprising a letter and including a copy of 
the Patent Request (Exhibit 1) for Mr. Gerstman's review. A redacted copy of the 
August 22, 2001 fax and enclosure is attached as Exhibit 2. 

7. On August 27, Garry Ellis, one of the outside patent attorneys working 
with Mr. Gerstman at his law firm, mailed to Ms. VanAsdale at IGT a letter concerning 
invention record P-699, which is the invention record of the instant application and 
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which also corresponds to the IGT docket number of the instant application. A redacted 
copy of Mr. Ellis' August 27, 2001 letter is attached as Exhibit 3. 

8. On August 31 , 2001 , Ms. VanAsdale sent to Mr. Ellis an email advising 
him to prepare a patent application on the P-699 invention disclosure. A copy of this 
email is attached as Exhibit 4. 

9. On September 15, 2001 , Ms. VanAsdale sent an email to the inventor 
regarding the patent application. On September 17, 2001 , the inventor sent Ms. 
VanAsdale a responding email and later that day on September 17, the inventor sent an 
additional email to Ms. VanAsdale concerning the patent application. Copies of the 
September 15 and September 17, 2001 emails are attached as Exhibit 5. 

1 0. I have reviewed Mr. Ellis' Declaration under 37 CFR §1.131 which shows 
his diligence in connection with preparing a draft patent application between August 31, 
2001 and October 1 5, 2001 . In his letter dated October 1 5, 2001 , he enclosed the copy 
of the draft patent application to the inventor, with copies to Ms. VanAsdale and to me. 
A copy of Mr. Ellis' October 15, 2001 letter is attached as Exhibit 6. 

11. Mr. Ellis' October 15, 2001 letter with the enclosed draft patent application 
was sent to the inventor at Reno, Nevada. However, the inventor is located in IGT's 
Las Vegas office, so the papers had to be forwarded to him. In any event, between 
October 17, 2001 and November 8, 2001 , the inventor reviewed the draft patent 
application and provided comments, which I sent to Mr. Ellis on November 8, 2001. A 
copy of my November 8, 2001 letter sending Mr. Ellis comments and revisions to the 
application (without the disclosure) is attached as Exhibit 7. 
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12. On November 19, 2001 , the inventor sent to Mr. Ellis an email relating to 
information pertinent to the invention. A copy of the inventor's November 19, 2001 
email is attached as Exhibit 8. 

1 3. On November 20, 2001 , Mr. Ellis sent to the inventor a revised draft of the 
patent application, responsive to his comments and to a telephone conversation. Mr. 
Ellis' November 20, 2001 letter to the inventor with copies to Ms. VanAsdale and to me 
is attached as Exhibit 9. He sent the letter to the inventor at IGT's Reno, Nevada 
address, although the inventor was located in Las Vegas, and the papers had to be 
forwarded to him from Reno to Las Vegas. 

14. Although the November 20, 2001 letter from Mr. Ellis was probably 
received at IGT's offices in Reno on November 21 , 2001 , it had to be mailed to the 
inventor in Las Vegas. However, November 22, 2001 was Thanksgiving so there was a 
intervening holiday and IGT was closed from November 22, 2001 to November 25, 
2001. 

1 5. When the inventor returned, he reviewed the patent application papers 
and signed the assignment document on December 6, 2001 , inadvertently omitting 
signing the Declaration. He then mailed the application papers with the signed 
Assignment from his office at Las Vegas to me in Reno. A copy of the signed 
Assignment is attached as Exhibit 10. Upon receiving the papers, I noted that the 
Declaration was unsigned. I sent the papers back to the inventor, from my office in 
Reno to his office in Las Vegas, for signature. The inventor then signed the Declaration 
on December 18, 2001. See Exhibit 11. The inventor then sent the signed papers back 
to me. However, this was the Christmas time period when the mail was slow and many 
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people at IGT are on vacation. Although the signed papers were mailed to me from Las 
Vegas to Reno, the New Years holiday intervened but on the day after New Years, 
January 2, 2002, 1 forwarded the papers to Mr. Ellis for filing. A copy of my January 2, 
2002 letter with which the papers were forwarded to Mr. Ellis, is attached as Exhibit 12. 
Exhibit 12 shows that my letter with the documents was received by Mr. Gerstman on 
January 3, 2002. 

16. Mr. Gerstman had the transmittal papers prepared and on Monday, 
January 7, 2002, Mr. Gerstman forwarded the patent application to the PTO via Express 
Mail. The patent application was given the January 7, 2002 filing date. A copy of the 
transmittal letter is attached as Exhibit 13. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further 
that statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like 
so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18
